Introduction 


Service  extended  in  spite  of  curtailed 
staff 

The  story  of  the  biennium  might  be 
told  in  three  phrases : reduced  budget, 
reduced  staff,  and  curtailed  work.  Yet 
despite  all  handicaps  much  work  in  the 
organization  of  book  collections,  pam- 


phlets and  manuscripts  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  the  Library’s  service  to  the 
State  extended. 

The  staff  suffered  a reduction  from  52 
to  42  by  dismissals  and  retirements,  with 
but  few  replacements.  This  severe  re- 
duction was  somewhat  compensated  for 
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through  the  assistance  of  CWA  projects 
employing  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
persons. 

New  sections  of  work 

The  removal  of  the  State  Library  to 
its  new  and  commodious  quarters  in  the 
Education  Building  made  possible  the 
inauguration  of  two  new  sections  of 
work,  namely,  a document  section  and 
a duplicate  document  collection,  from 
which  the  public  libraries  of  the  State 
can  fill  out  their  document  files.  These 
duplicates  are  also  used  to  exchange  with 
other  state  libraries  for  their  state  pub- 
lications, thus  helping  to  complete  our 
file  of  documents. 

The  organization  of  the  document  col- 
lection has  been  hanging  over  the  State 
Library  for  years  and  its  increased  use 
is  justifying  the  concentration  of  effort. 
It  is  one  of  the  peculiar  functions  of  a 
state  library ; a field  in  which  it  would 
naturally  specialize,  yet  owing  to  lack 
of  room  the  collection  has  been  until 
recently  in  an  unorganized  condition. 

Another  special  piece  of  organization 
work  was  with  the  newspaper  collection. 
The  library  subscribes  for  62  news- 
papers, chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  bind- 
ing. Over  a period  of  thirty-five  years 
nothing  had  been  done  to  bring  to  date 
the  very  excellent  bibliography  found  in 
the  State  Librarian’s  Report  for  1900, 
because  of  the  crowded  quarters  which 
prevented  shelving  this  collection.  With 
the  help  of  relief  workers,  more  than 
30,000  volumes  of  newspapers  have  been 
chronologically  arranged  on  the  shelves, 
accessioned  and  collated.  The  records 
are  now  almost  complete,  which  will 
make  possible  detailed  cataloging  of  the 
whole  collection. 

Early  newspapers  are  standing  the 
stress  and  wear  of  time,  but  those 
printed  on  woodpulp  paper  are  crumbl- 
ing and  disintegrating.  The  problem  is 
now  imminent,  how  to  preserve  these 
newspapers  dating  back  to  before  the 
Revolution.  The  investigation  of  several 


processes  of  covering  and  creping  has 
led  us  to  the  conclusion  that  more  hope 
lies  in  the  Eastman  method  or  filming, 
when  it  has  been  properly  developed 
and  tested.  This  is  one  of  the  problems 
the  library  must  soon  solve  or  suffer  the 
loss  of  this  valuable  historical  record. 

General  Library 

Equipment 

The  general  library  room  has  been 
much  enhanced  by  new  tables,  chairs 
and  display  cases.  Although  its  equip- 
ment is  not  complete,  as  some  alcoves 
lack  tables  and  chairs,  and  no  table 
lamps  have  been  installed,  yet  the  in- 
stallation of  some  atttractive  tables  with 
glass  tops  has  so  improved  its  appear- 
ance we  can  visualize  the  completely 
furnished  room. 

Four  24-foot  exhibit  cases,  which  form 
part  of  the  furnishings  of  the  General 
Library  Division,  make  it  possible  to  ar- 
range a number  of  displays  for  special 
occasions.  Two  of  the  cases  are  filled 
with  the  plans  of  William  Penn  for  the 
colonization  of  Pennsylvania.  Copies  of 
his  original  publications  in  German, 
Dutch  and  English  published  between 
1681  and  1685,  tell  of  the  conditions 
under  which  he  proposed  to  dispose  of 
the  land,  as  well  as  descriptions  of  his 
personal  observations  of  the  Colony ; also 
an  original  copy  of  Penn’s  Frame  of 
government  for  the  Province,  a number 
of  accounts  written  after  the  settlement, 
and  a map  of  Pennsylvania  by  Thomas 
Holme  in  1681  showing  the  names  and 
location  of  settlers  in  the  three  original 
counties. 

During  the  year  of  the  One  Hun- 
dredth Anniversary  of  the  Signing  of 
the  Common  Schools  Law  in  Pennsyl- 
vania we  displayed  early  text  books  of 
the  period  which  attracted  state-wide 
interest.  A number  of  schools  asked  for 
photostat  copies  of  the  books  to  be  used 
in  local  celebrations.  More  important 
than  the  text  book  cases  were  the  ones 
of  manuscript  material  which  told  the 
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story  of  the  early  fight  for  free  schools. 
Petitions  from  various  counties  to  the 
Legislature  asking  that  a general  sys- 
tem of  education  be  provided,  contained 
the  signatures  of  well  known  citizens  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Book  collection 

The  book  fund,  though  quite  inade- 
quate, has  made  it  possible  to  add  many 
recent  publications,  especially  in  the  his- 
toric, social,  economic  and  special  fields 
of  knowledge.  Requests  from  any  de- 
partment of  the  State  government  for 
special  titles  have  always  been  met.  Ex- 
tensive rebinding  and  mending  has  kept 
the-  present  collection  available  for  use, 
but  reduced  appropriations  for  books  and 
rebinding  always  means  a loss  of  many 
worthwhile  publications  which  are  soon 
out  of  print  and  only  obtainable  at  an 
increased  cost  or  not  at  all. 

An  inventory  of  this  department  has 
just  been  completed  by  the  order  clerk, 
and  a replacement  list  of  necessary 
worn-out  and  missing  volumes  obtained. 

The  reproduction  of  100,000  main 
catalog  cards  for  the  official  catalog  has 
been  completed  by  the  use  of  the  Dexi- 
graph  for  photostating.  These  repro- 
duced cards  are  filed  in  the  main  cata- 
log room  on  the  ground  floor  for  the 
use  of  this  staff  and  the  order  clerk. 

Periodicals,  Serials,  Annuals,  etc.,  now 
numbering  436,  either  purchased  or  re- 
ceived as  gifts,  are  made  available  for 
use  in  the  periodical  room,  and  later 
accumulated  and  bound.  This  record 
does  not  include  the  Document  Serials. 

Map  collection 

The  map  collection  has  been  arranged, 
filed,  as  far  as  equipment  would  permit, 
and  cataloged.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
install  additional  cases  for  the  larger 
maps.  Increased  use  of  this  collection 
has  been  noted  by  the  reference  division. 

Pennsylvaniana 

The  library’s  collection  of  Pennsyl- 
vaniana of  more  than  2000  items  pub- 


lished before  1830,  was  installed  on  the 
seventh  stack  level,  and  is  protected  by 
iron  gates,  conforming  with  the  grill- 
work. 

Reference  work 

The  usual  reference  work  required  by 
the  various  departments  of  State  govern- 
ment has  been  augmented  by  that  re- 
quired by  new  boards,  such  as  the 
Liquor  Board,  Re-employment  Service, 
and  Social  Work  Division  of  the  S.E. 
R.B.  The  State  planning  Board  and 
the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board  have 
an  administrative  staff  of  many  per- 
sons, chiefly  specialists,  responsible  for 
the  public  works  program.  All  the  re- 
sources of  the  Library — General,  Law 
and  Documents  divisions — have  been 
taxed  to  supply  the  research  material, 
while  specific  information  of  a scientific 
and  technical  nature  was  required  for 
the  promotion  of  many  projects  approved 
by  these  boards.  The  reference  work  is 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Nell  Stevens. 

Reading  Courses 

As  the  need  for  assistance  in  Adult 
Education  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
increased,  a Reader’s  Counselor,  Miss 
Dorothy  Randolph  (of  Drexel  Library 
School),  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of 
the  State  Library,  whose  duty  is  to 
prepare  reading  courses  and  lists  as  re- 
quested by  the  people  of  the  State. 
State-wide  announcements 

By  way  of  announcement  of  this 
service  a folder  consisting  of  general 
information,  application  blank  and 
sample  Reading  Courses  was  sent  to 
every  Public  Library  in  the  State.  Arti- 
cles explaining  the  work  and  giving  sug- 
gestive topics  were  published  in  all  news- 
papers. A further  page  of  explanation 
asking  the  cooperation  of  Principals 
and  Teachers  was  added  to  the  folder 
and  a copy  of  this  is  being  sent  to  all 
High  Schools  in  a desire  to  reach  young 
men  and  young  women  who  are  unable 
to  continue  their  education.  The  re- 
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sponse  to  this  part  of  our  program  has 
been  immediate  and  gratifying.  Many 
Principals,  Teachers  and  School  Libra- 
rians have  written  requesting  our  as- 
sistance both  for  those  who  have  com- 
pleted High  School  and  cannot  afford 
a higher  education  and  for  those  who 
have  been  obliged  to  leave  High  School 
before  graduation,  mostly  due  to  finan- 
cial conditions,  although  in  some  cases, 
because  of  poor  health. 

Type  of  readers 

As  far  as  possible  courses  have  been 
compiled  which  have  taken  into  consid- 
eration the  educational  background  of 
the  applicant.  Requests  have  come  from 
those  with  very  little  education  as  well 
as  from  those  who  have  a Ph  D.  How- 
ever, the  great  majority  have  been  re- 
ceived from  those  who  have  completed 
a High  School  course  and  one  or  two 
years  of  College,  Art,  or  Commercial 
School  study. 

Besides  the  work  done  through  the 
Public  Libraries,  School  Libraries  and 
directly  with  individuals,  considerable 
work  has  been  done  for  the  State  Penal 
Institutions,  many  of  the  inmates  of 
these  Institutions  continuing  their  read- 
ing after  release.  Courses  have  also 
been  compiled  for  men  in  some  of  the 
CCC  Camps,  and  although  this  work  is 
only  just  beginning  it  will  probably  in- 
crease rapidly. 

While  it  has  been  the  aim  to  assist 
both  those  who  wish  to  study  for  a voca- 
tion as  well  as  for  those  who  read  for 
a vocational  interests,  those  desiring  to 
increase  their  knowledge  of  a trade  or 
profession  far  outnumber  those  of  the 
second  group. 

Books,  how  secured 

A large  number  of  the  courses  have 
been  requested  by  persons  living  in  rural 
districts  where  there  are  small  libraries 
or  where  there  is  no  library  service  at 
all.  Applicants  for  Reading  Courses 
have  been  asked  to  borrow  the  books 


suggested  at  their  local  libraries ; how- 
ever, any  titles  which  cannot  be  found 
in  the  local  library  may  be  borrowed 
for  the  reader  by  the  Librarian  from  the 
Extension  Division  of  the  State  Library. 
Where  there  is  no  Public  Library  the 
books  have  been  loaned  directly  to  the 
reader  from  the  State  Library  Exten- 
sion Division. 

Statistics 

In  the  first  five  months  305  persons 
have  sent  requests  for  158  different  sub- 
jects. Approximately  700  courses  have 
been  sent  out.  These  applications  have 
come  from  138  Post  Offices  representing 
5Jj  counties  of  the  State.  Many  readers 
have  requested  two  courses  at  a time 
and  others  have  returned  for  further 
reading,  either  more  advanced  work  in 
a subject  or  study  in  an  associated  sub- 
ject. 

About  May  15,  which  will  mark  the 
end  of  the  sixth  month  in  which  read- 
ing courses  have  been  available,  cards 
will  be  sent  to  all  readers,  asking  in- 
formation as  to  their  progress  in  the 
courses.  In  this  way  an  estimation  of 
the  value  of  such  a service  to  the  people 
of  the  State  will  be  ascertained.

Genealogical  Section 

Removal  of  the  State  Library  to  more 
commodius  quarters  made  possible  the 
organization  of  a Genealogical  Section 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jessica  Fer- 
guson. 

This  section  occupies  a room  on  the 
first  floor  conveniently  located,  but  with 
restricted  shelving  space.  There  is  a 
great  need  for  additional  space  and 
better  lighting. 

Extent  of  Use 

The  genealogical  section  is  used  ex- 
tensively by  residents  of  the  State  and 
by  their  descendants  in  many  parts  of 
the  world.  Canadians  are  particularly 
anxious  to  prove  their  descent  from  the 
Lancaster  County  Mennonites,  who  fled 
to  America  for  religous  freedom,  and  a 
generation  later  migrated  to  Canada. 

Personal  searchers  include  members 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court; 
faculty  members  of  the  Universities  of 
Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Cincinnati,  Har- 
vard, Yale,  Temple,  and  Dickinson,  Bryn 
Mawr  and  State  colleges ; as  well  as 
persons  who  are  not  college  graduates, 


seeking  evidence  to  be  used  in  establish- 
ing claims  to  estates,  old  age  pensions, 
insurance,  eugenics,  historical  records, 
material  for  family  reunions,  or  to  prove 
their  line  of  descent  for  membership  in 
one  of  the  many  patriotic  or  historical 
societies. 

Since  the  depression,  persons  who 
never  had  the  time  to  make  a personal 
search  of  their  family  histories  utilize 
idle  hours  in  constructing  family  trees. 
One  lady  of  seventy  years  walked  from 
Iowa  to  learn  about  her  forebears  and 
their  tribulations.  Several  ex-service 
men  spent  many  hours  in  the  depart- 
ment studying  the  trials  of  their  an- 
cestors who  were  also  without  money 
in  the  long  ago,  and  who  bravely  met 
the  emergency.  An  artist  who  lives  in 
a tent  comes  on  particularly  cold  days 
and  studies  heraldry,  with  the  hope  of 
applying  the  knowledge  to  architecture 
when  construction  again  becomes  popular. 

Old  Age  Pensions 

A copy  in  manuscript  form  of  the 
census  of  individuals,  giving  names  of 
children  as  well  as  heads  of  families 
from  1870,  which  was  transferred  from 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
the  State  Library,  is  being  bound  and 
made  available  for  use  in  establishing 
eligibility  for  Old  Age  Pensions. 
Contributions 

We  have  received  by  contribution, 
family  histories  from  Samoa,  Germany, 
and  Egypt. 

Through  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  Jersey  Shore,  Lebanon,  Reading, 
Quemahoning  and  Uniontown  Chapters 
of  the  D.A.R.,  we  have  received  many 
copies  of  military  records,  approximately 
fifty  graveyard  records,  and  a copy  of 
the  interments  of  all  Revolutionary 
soldiers  buried  in  Lebanon  County.  It 
is  probable  other  patriotic  societies  will 
send  copies  of  wills,  marriage  and  tomb- 
stone records  when  they  realize  the  great 
value  of  such  records  to  persons  coming 
or  writing  to  the  State  Capital.

Law  Division 

The  law  division  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Oliver  S.  Kinner,  with  Mr.  John 
Groome  as  Assistant  Law  Librarian. 
Origin 

The  State  Law  Library  traces  its 
origin  back  to.  December  5,  1745,  when, 
on  that  date,  the  General  Assembly 
“ordeied,  that  the  Clerk  (Benjamin 
Franklin)  send  to  England  for  the  best 
edition  of  the  Statutes-at-Large,  for  the 
use  of  the  House,  and  also  for  some 
large  maps,  (one  of  North  America)  to 
be  hung  up  in  the  Assembly  Room.” — 
Vol.  4.  Votes  of  Assembly,  p.  31. 
Groicth 

From  this  modest  beginning  the  Law 
Division  of  the  State  Library  has  grown 
until  it  now  contains  more  than  110,000 
volumes.  Here  will  be  found  an  almost 
complete  collection  of  the  laws  and 
court  reports  of  England  and  her  colo- 
nies, beginning  with  the  Year  Books  of 
Edward  I (1292)  and  continuing  to  the 
present  time ; the  laws  and  reports  of 
the  Federal  Government,  and  those  of 
all  the  states.  In  addition,  it  contains 
an  almost  complete  collection  of  Parlia- 
mentary Journals,  as  well  as  the  Journ- 
als of  Congress,  and  those  of  the  several 


states ; Law  textbooks,  and  the  paper 
books  of  the  Pennsylvania.  Supreme  and 
Superior  Courts ; legal  periodicals ; vari- 
ous digests  and  compilations,  and  a con- 
stantly increasing  collection  of  loose-leaf 
services. 

Cost 

The  Law  Library  is  maintained  prim- 
arily for  the  use  of  the  Legislative,  Exe- 
cutive and  Judicial  branches  of  the  state 
government.  In  addition,  its  facilities 
are  in  constant  demand  by  the  legal 
profession,  and  by  the  public  at  large. 
Charged  by  legislative  enactment,  to  pro- 
vide a law  library  for  the  use  of  the 
government,  the  State  Library,  in  carry- 
ing out  this  injunction,  is  bound  to 
provide  one  adequate  to  the  demands 
which  those  departments  might  make 
upon  it.  This  is  a costly  duty,  for  law 
books  are  expensive,  and  usually  of 
limited  editions,  which  if  not  purchased 
at  the  time  of  publication  increase 
rapidly  in  price  or  are  not  obtainable  at 
any  price. 

The  purchase  of  a set,  or  even  a single 
volume,  does  not  terminate  the  expense. 
Nowadays  almost  every  new  encyclo- 
paedia or  textbook  is  kept  to  date  by 
annual  pocket  inserts,  or  by  cumula- 
tive annual  supplements.  This  is  true 
of  all  codes  and  digests,  and  most  of  the 
modern  textbooks.  While  this  practice 
of  the  publishing  houses  has  proven  of 
inestimable  worth  to  the  legal  profes- 
sion, it  on  the  other  hand  entails  an 
enormous  expense  to  every  law  library. 
Recent  purchases 

Falling  into  this  category  are  many  of 
the  outstanding  purchases  of  the  bien- 
nium ending  May  31,  1935,  which  num- 
beied  1125  volumes.  During  this  period, 
the  Law  Library  acquired  the  Atlantic. 
Northeastern,  Northwestern,  Pacific, 
Southeastern,  Southern,  and  Public  Utili- 
ties Digests;  Fletcher  on  Corporations; 
Couch  on  Insurance ; Michie  on  Banks 
and  Banking;  Huddy  on  Automobile 
Law;  Beale  on  Conflict  of  Laws;  Bogert 
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on  Trusts ; the  American  Law  Insti- 
tute’s Restatements  of  Agency ; Con- 
tracts ; Conflict  of  Laws ; Federal  Law 
of  Contracts;  and  Torts;  all  the  Uni- 
form Laws  Annotated,  and  Purdon's 
Statutes  Annotated.  To  add  to  this  im- 
posing array,  the  last  two  years  has 
marked  the  accession  of  all  the  various 
state  Codes  and  Digests  which  have  been 
published,  and  which  had  hitherto  not 
been  purchased.

In  addition  to  making  purchases  of 
new  books  as  published,  the  law  library 
has  consistently  endeavored,  when  funds 
are  available,  to  complete  sets  of  reports 
which  are  broken,  and  acquire  those  not 
already  owned. 

Work  entailed  by  legislative  sessions 
From  the  beginning  of  this  biennium, 
five  sessions  of  the  Legislature  have  con- 
vened. Of  this  unprecedented  number, 
two  were  regular,  and  three  were  extra- 
ordinary sessions,  each  providing  large 
groups  of  readers  in  search  of  technical 
material,  and  each  in  turn  leaving  the 
usual  amount  of  legislative  documents 
to  be  caiefully  filed  for  reference,  and 
later  bound  in  permanent  volumes. 


Statistics 

Besides  the  1125  volumes  added  by 
purchase,  there  were  bound,  in  this  bien- 
nium 563  volumes,  485  of  which  were 
Supreme  and  Supeiior  Court  Paper 
Books,  and  78  volumes  of  periodicals  and 
miscellaneous  material. 

This  period  has  imposed  an  extra- 
ordinary number  of  detailed  tasks  not 
usually  encountered.  Readers,  number- 
ing 4955,  have  borrowed  3721  law  books, 
while  4453  telephone  calls  have  been  re- 
ceived, many  of  which  were  requests  for 
specific  information.  During  this  time, 
7955  legal  periodicals  were  accessioned, 
and  filed  for  reference.

Documents  Section 

This  section  of  the  State  Library  is  a 
product  of  the  present  biennium,  having 
been  recently  organized  with  Miss 
Eleanor  Wells  in  charge. 

Scope  of  material  covered 

It  has  been  said  that  there  is  no  sub- 
ject not  covered  by  document  material ; 
certainly  it  is  in  government  documents 
that  inventions,  discoveries  in  all  fields, 
and  the  birth,  growth  and  operation  of 
our  social  institutions  are  recorded.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  State  Library  to  make 
available  to  research  workers  this  pri- 
mary source  material  where  may  be 
studied  not  only  authoritative  treatises 
on  innumerable  subjects,  but  also  the 
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facts  and  records  pertaining  to  actual 
social  and  political  processes. 

Federal  depository 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Library  is  one 
of  the  designated  government  document 
depositories  and  receives  all  United 
States  government  publications  available 
for  public  use  as  soon  as  they  are  issued 
by  the  various  departments,  commissions, 
boards,  and  bureaus  of  the  government, 
together  with  the  published  hearings  be- 
fore Congressional  committees. 

Aside  from  the  departmental  publica- 
tions, the  Library  receives  those  volumes 
called  House  and  Senate  documents  and 
House  and  Senate  reports  which  make 
up  what  is  known  as  the  Congressional 
or  Serial  set.  In  this  set  appear  also 
many  of  the  departmental  publications 
and  numerous  publications  of  various 
boards  and  commissions  which  are  issued 
in  no  other  form,  such  as  the  Reports 
of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  on  the 
Eleetiic  Power  and  Gas  Utilities  Inquiry. 
The  Library  has  a very  nearly  complete 
file  of  the  Congressional  Set,  including 
that  group  of  volumes  known  as  the 
American  State  Papers  which  is  made  up 
of  the  documents  of  the  first  fourteen 
congresses  as  well  as  the  Annals  of  Con- 
gress, Register  of  Debates,  and  the  Con- 
gressional Globe  which  preceded  the  Con- 
gressional Record. 

State  publications 

Pennsylvania  documents  are  being  col- 
lected, shelf-listed  and  cataloged.  The 
exchange  agreements  of  long  standing, 
bring  to  the  Library  many  publications 
of  other  states.  The  classification  and 
reshelving  of  this  material  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  availability  of  Civil  Works 
Administration  funds. 

This  project  brought  out  the  need  for 
a suitable  scheme  of  classification  for 
state  publications.  Since  all  United 
States  documents  are  arranged  accord- 
ing to  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
classification,  it  was  decided  to  adapt 


this  to  state  material  in  a simplified 
form.  A workable  and  sufficiently  ex- 
pansive scheme  has  been  used  which 
keeps  together  the  publications  of  each 
department  of  each  state  government. 
An  outline  of  this  scheme  as  used  for 
Pennsylvania  documents  is  piinted  in 
this  issue  of  Pennsylvania  Library 
Notes. 

Statistics. 

During  the  last  biennium,  June  1,  1933 
to  May  31,  1935,  there  have  been  4,943 
bound  and  15,820  unbound  documents 
added  to  the  collection.  Of  the  bound 
volumes,  824  are  United  States  Govern- 
ment publications,  1,432  Pennsylvania, 
and  2,002  other  states.  Binding  of  ma- 
terial issued  in  serial  or  pamphlet  form 
accounts  for  2,144  of  these  volumes.  Un- 
bound documents  numbering  9 545  have 
been  received  from  the  United  States 
Government  Printing  Office,  1,244  from 
the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Publications, 
4,005  from  other  states,  and  372  from 
foreign  governments. 

The  Documents  division  lends  material 
on  special  arrangement  only  and  for  a 
very  limited  time,  but  537  documents 
have  been  borrowed.  Telephone  calls 
for  specific  information  have  been  re- 
ceived from  239  readers  and  1,858  visi- 
tors have  used  documents  in  the  reading 
rooms ; 38  readers  have  sent  written  re- 
quests for  information. 

Cataloging  of  new  material,  reclassifi- 
cation of  old  material  and  the  C.W.A. 
and  L.W.D.  projects  of  check-listing  the 
state  material,  have  necessitated  the 
preparation  of  28,248  catalog  cards; 
11,086  of  these  weie  added  to  the  cata- 
log of  the  General  Library,  and  15  847 
to  the  Documents  Division  catalog  and 
check-lists. 

Federal  Works  Projects 

Beginning  December  1933,  a Civil 
Works  Administration  project  was  or- 
ganized to  classify,  check-list,  label,  and 
reshelve  the  publications  of  the  State 
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of  Pennsylvania  and  of  other  states. 
From  December  15,  1933  through  May 
1934,  9,251  bound  and  2,104  unbound 
documents  were  returned  to  the  shelves. 
This  work  required  the  preparation  and 
addition  of  12,171  cards  to  the  Docu- 
ments Division  check-list  and  catalog, 
and  to  the  General  Library  catalog. 
The  states  covered  were  Pennsylvania, 
New  York.  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  and  Illinois. 

This  project  was  reorganized  in  No- 
vember 1934,  and  since  that  date  an  ad- 
ditional 7,556  bound  and  4,803  unbound 
state  documents  have  been  listed,  and 
13,804  cards  added  to  the  catalogs.  The 
library  holdings  of  twenty-three  states 
have  been  covered  Ito  date.

Library  Extension  Division 

This  division  is  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Susanna  Young.  (July,  1935) 

The  work  of  the  Library  Extension 
Division  is  threefold,  and  consists  of : 

I.  Assisting  in  the  establishment  of : 

a.  County  and  regional  libraries 

b.  Free  public  libraries 

II.  Aiding  already  established  libraries, 
by: 

a.  Visits  and  conferences  with 
trustees  and  librarians 

b.  District  library  meetings 

c.  Cooperating  with  State  College  in 
the  summer  course  for  library 
workers 

d.  Publishing  library  quarterly, 
Pennsylvania  Library  Notes 

e.  Assisting  in  the  planning  of  li- 
brary buildings  and  equipment 

III.  Giving  state-wide  book  service 
by  mail,  express  and  freight  to : 

a.  Rural  communities  through  trav- 
eling library  collections 

b.  Study  clubs  and  adult  education 
forums 

c.  Debate  groups 

d.  Granges 

e.  Rural  schools  (packet  service) 

f.  Reference  service  to  high  schools 

g.  Book  loans  to  individuals 

h.  CCC  and  Federal  transient  camps 

i.  State-owned  institutions 

j.  Inter-library  loans  to  public,  col- 
lege and  university,  and  special 
libraries 

k.  Counties  for  demonstration  work 
(collections  charged  for  one  or 
two  years) 

l.  Summer  camps  for  boys  and  girls. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  first  two 

divisions  of  the  work,  our  policy  has 
been  to  make  an  effort  to  visit  first  the 
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libraries  that  ask  for  special  assistance, 
and  next  those  libraries  that  we  think 
need  help  or  those  that  have  not  been 
visited  for  some  time.  A special  effort  is 
always  made  to  meet  with  library  boards 
upon  request. 

Some  libraries  were  visited  more  than 
once  because  of  special  work  being  done. 
Unfortunately,  all  requests  for  assist- 
ance by  a visit  could  not  possibly  be 
met  by  our  one  field  wo:  ker  or  Consult- 
ing Librarian.  Therefore,  much  of  this 
woik  had  to  be  carried  on  through  cor- 
respondence by  the  Extension  Librarian, 
and  many  conferences  with  trustees  and 
librarians  were  held  in  the  Extension  Di- 
vision office. 

More  communities  this  year  than  last 
year  and  many  more  this  biennium  than 
last  biennium  have  asked  for  informa- 
tion concerning  library  service.  “How 
can  we  start  a public  library  in  our  com- 
munity and  what  help  can  we  get  from 
the  State?’’  are  questions  coming  to  us 
constantly.  The  demand  for  speakers  at 
group  and  organization  meetings  for  li- 
brary development  has  been  at  times 
almost  greater  than  we  could  meet.  In 
the  past  biennium  sixteen  new  public 
libraries  have  been  organized  and  estab- 
lished in  Pennsylvania,  forty-one  new 
libraries  promoted,  and  seven  public  li- 
braries have  been  completely  reorganized. 
At  the  invitation  of  Library  Trustees, 
surveys  have  been  made  of  many  libraries 
and  upon  the  adoption  of  recommenda- 
tions, increased  service  to  these  communi- 
ties has  been  the  reported  results. 

Summer  Library  School 

The  State  Library  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Library  Association  cooperate  with 
State  College  in  offering  a six  weeks 
course  to  librarians  holding  positions. 
An  advanced  course  carrying  six  credits 
is  also  given.  Our  Consulting  Librarian 
is  granted  a leave  of  absence,  that  she 
may  serve  as  a member  of  the  staff,  as 
the  State  Library’s  contribution  to  the 


Summer  School.  One  hundred  twelve  stu- 
dents have  registered  in  this  school  dur- 
ing the  four  sessions  since  its  re-estab- 
lishment at  State  College  in  1932. 

District  Meetings 

District  Library  meetings,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  forty  librarians 
and  trustees,  were  held  during  the  past 
two  years.  This  branch  of  the  work  is 
directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Consulting  Librarian.

The  State  Library  has  no  legal  super- 
visory power  over  the  public  libraries  of 
Pennsylvania  other  than  the  requirement 
by  law  of  an  annual  report  fiom  each 
library.  These  reports  are  filed  in  the 
Extension  Division  office  and  from  them 
statistical  reports  for  the  State  are  com- 
piled, and  figures  concerning  library  serv- 
ice to  the  various  communities  are  avail- 
able. Advice  on  book  selection  is  con- 
stantly given  to  the  small  libraries. 
Special  lists  of  books  on  all  subjects  are 
made  and  information  of  professional  in- 
terest to  libraries  is  assembled  by  this 
division,  compiled  and  published. 

Pennsylvania  Library  Notes 

This  library  bulletin  is  edited  by  the 
Extension  Librarian  and  published  quar- 
terly by  the  State  Library.  Eight  num- 
bers of  Pennsylvania  Library  Notes 
have  been  published  during  the  past  bien- 
nium. This  quarterly  is  devoted  to  the 
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promotion  and  progress  of  library  work 
and  the  news  of  Pennsylvania  Libraries. 
It  is  sent  free  to  all  Pennsylvania  libra- 
ries and  trustees  requesting  it,  and  on  an 
exchange  basis  to  libraries  of  other  states 
and  countries.  Pennsylvania  Libbaky 
Notes  is  the  only  professional  publication 
reaching  many  of  the  smaller  libraries  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  its  book  lists  and  news 
of  libraries  make  it  also  of  value  to  the 
larger  libraries  of  our  State. 

Book  loans — General 

Through  the  Library  Extension  Divi- 
sion the  book  resources  of  the  State  Li- 
brary are  made  available  to  all  people  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  policy  of  the  State 
Libraiy  is  to  lend  freely  to  individuals 
without  other  library  resources,  but, 
where  there  is  a local  library,  all  books 
and  magazines  are  loaned  through  the 
local  library  to  the  individual. 

The  demand  for  books  fiom  public  li- 
braries wishing  to  give  service  despite 
their  meager  appropriations  has  steadily 
grown.  Many  libraiies  of  our  State  have 
had  to  supplement  their  purchases  of 
new  books  by  regularly  borrowing  from 
the  State  Library  collection.  Books  have 
been  loaned  to  transient  camps  and  CCC 
men:  general  collections  for  teereational 
reading  for  the  transient  camps  and  spe- 
cial books  to  the  educational  advisers  for 
class  work  in  the  CCC  camps.  Collec- 
tions are  regularly  sent  every  summer  to 
the  boy  and  girl  scout  camps,  and  in  the 
summer  of  1934  a collection  of  books  for 
recreational  reading  was  loaned  to  the 
National  Guardsmen  for  the  weeks  of 
their  encampment. 

Traveling  libraries 

Rural  communities  and  small  centers 
of  population  without  other  book  re- 
sources have  learned  to  depend  upon  our 
traveling  library  service.  This  consists 
of  collections  of  fifty  books  which  are 
loaned  for  a period  of  six  months,  and 
then  exchanged  for  a new  collection. 


These  little  traveling  library  collections 
have  gone  into  every  county  of  our  State, 
and  letter  after  letter  each  month  bears 
testimony  to  the  value  of  these  readable 
collections  of  carefully  chosen  books. 
Each  library  is  selected  with  reference  to 
the  reading  interests  of  the  community. 
Five  hundred  twenty-four  of  these  travel- 
ing libraries  were  sent  out  duting  the 
past  biennium,  including  a total  of  22,- 
8U5  books  or  a twenty  per  cent  increase 
over  the  preceding  biennium.  During  the 
past  two  years,  107  new  traveling  library 
centers  weie  established.  Since  each 
traveling  library  is  charged  for  a period 
of  six  months,  many  people  in  each  com- 
munity have  an  opportunity  to  read  the 
books  before  they  are  returned.  There- 
fote,  the  number  of  volumes  sent  from 
the  Extension  Division  gives  little  idea 
of  the  total  number  of  books  circulated. 
We  estimate  that  more  than  a million 
good  books  were  read  by  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania  during  the  past  biennium 
through  loans  from  the  Extension  Divi- 
sion of  the  State  Library.  This  includes 
books  loaned  to  individuals,  groups,  or- 
ganizations, schools  and  libraries. 

County  library  work 

Under  the  terms  of  the  State  Aid  Act 
for  county  libraries,  4,042  books  were 
loaned  for  county  demonstration  work. 
These  collections  have  been  charged  for 
one  year  and  in  several  cases  for  two 
years.  During  the  past  biennium  interest 
in  county  and  regional  libraries  has 
grown  from  month  to  month.  Owing, 
however,  to  financial  conditions  which 
have  existed  throughout  the  State,  no 
new  county  libraries  have  been  organized 
during  the  past  two  years.  There  are 
now  five  counties  receiving  State  Aid  un- 
der the  Act  of  June  23,  1931,  which  pro- 
vides aid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  free, 
public,  non-sectarian  county  libraries. 
Four  other  counties  are  now  carrying  on 
demonstration  work,  with  an  appropiia- 
tion  for  the  coming  year  assured  in  at 
least  one  of  the  four.

The  ground  work  for  county-wide  serv- 
ice has  been  well  laid  in  at  least  three 
other  counties : Adams,  Huntingdon  and 
Northumbeiland.  Thus,  from  this  re- 
port, we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
county  libraries  in  Pennsylvania  may 
be  doubled  in  number  in  the  next  two 
years. 

Study  Clubs 

Study  clubs  in  towns  without  library 
service  can  apply  directly  to  the  State 
Library  for  book  service.  In  many  cases 
their  programs  are  sent  to  the  Extension 
Division  during  the  summer  months. 
These  programs  are  studied  and  material 
carefully  selected  to  cover  the  vaiious 
subjects.  In  September  the  collections  of 
books  and  magazines  are  sent  out  with 
permission  given  to  keep  them  for  the 
club  year.  During  the  past  biennium, 
1,712  books  and  magazine  articles  were 
loaned  to  clubs  in  this  way. 

School  packet  service 

The  library  has  had  a great  increase  in 
the  number  of  requests  for  books  from 
teachers  of  rural  schools.  The  collection 
of  juvenile  books  is  as  yet  far  from  ade- 
quate to  meet  this  growing  demand,  but 
we  have  tried  to  seive  as  many  as  pos- 
sible. and  have  met  the  problem  by  packet 
library  service.  Collections  of  ten  books 
at  a time  have  been  loaned  to  rural 
schools  for  one  month,  subject  to  one 
renewal.  Many  schools  have  borrowed 


regularly  their  ten  titles  each  month  and 
had  nearly  a hundred  good  books  during 
the  school  year.

State  Farm  Shoio 

Each  year  the  Extension  Division  of 
the  State  Library  has  a booth  at  the 
State  Farm  Show,  in  the  educational  ex- 
hibit of  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction. During  the  week  in  January 
of  this  great  agricultural  fair,  people 
from  every  county  in  the  State  visit  the 
libraiy  booth.  Many  new  borrowers  are 
the  direct  result  of  the  Farm  Show  con- 
tacts. We  count  a new  borrower  in  a 
rural  district,  not  as  one  more  leader,  but 
as  a nucleus  for  a new  circle  of  poten- 
tial readers.  Printed  material  on  county 
library  service  and  public  library  devel- 
opment is  distributed  and  information 
given  regarding  the  services  of  the  State 
Library. 
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Shelf-list  and  catalog 

The  mechanical  and  technical  processes 
of  typing  and  filing  shelf-list  and  catalog 
cards,  while  necessary,  consumes  much 
time.  During  the  past  biennium,  21  890 
cards  were  added  to  the  Extension  Divi- 
sion catalog  and  shelf-list. 

Repairing 

The  collating,  pocketing,  plating  and 
perforating  of  all  new  books  is  done  by 
an  expert  book  mender.  All  returning 
collections  are  inspected  and,  as  needed, 
are  either  mended,  recased,  handbound  or 
prepared  for  a commercial  bindery  by  this 
assistant. 

Reference  Work 

The  reference  work  continues  to  in- 
crease in  importance  in  the  work  of  the 
Extension  Division.  Books,  magazines, 
pamphlets,  pictures,  posters  and  clippings 
are  sent  out  in  answer  to  inquiries  on  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects.  For  many 
small  libraries  of  Pennsylvania,  as  well 
as  for  many  individuals,  the  State  Li- 
brary is  the  only  source  for  reference 
material.  During  the  past  biennium 
9,800  reference  questions  were  answered 
which  required  the  consulting  of  24,898 
books.  These  questions  were  received 
from  8,839  different  places  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Seaching  for  the  right  material,  charg- 
ing, addressing,  wrapping,  weighing  and 
stamping  the  packages,  all  requires  the 
time  of  accurate,  dependable  clerical  as- 
sistants, in  addition  to  the  service  ren- 
dered by  professionally  trained  reference 
librarians. 

Book  Collection  and  Selection 

While  this  division  draws  freely  upon 
the  general  reference  collection  of  the 
State  Library  for  special  loans  to  li- 
braries and  individuals,  the  Extension 
Division  maintains  a separate  book  col- 
lection for  county,  school,  and  traveling 
library  work,  and  the  classifying  and 


cataloging  of  this  collection  is  done  in 
the  Division  work  rooms.  During  the 
past  biennium,  8,779  books  were  added 
to  this  collection. 

Book  selection  for  this  collection  is  an 
important  part  of  the  work.  With  an 
ear  to  present-day  trends,  and  a finger 
on  the  pulse  of  the  state-wide  public,  the 
Extension  Librarian  is  carefully  building 
up  the  book  collection,  with  reference  to 
the  present,  as  well  as  the  future,  needs 
of  Pennsylvania  readers. 

Archives  Division 

The  Archives  Division  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Curtis  W.  Garrison. 

Rearrangement  and  classification 

The  primary  work  of  an  Archives  Di- 
vision is  to  make  accessible  public  rec- 
ords in  the  order  of  their  importance. 
This  is  done  through  the  proper  classifi- 
cation, arrangement  and  cataloging.  Dur- 
ing the  past  biennium  ending  May  31, 
1935,  the  Archives  Staff  have  undertaken 
a re-shifting  of  the  major  categories  es- 
tablished in  preceding  administrations. 
This  seemed  necessary  to  bring  out  cer- 
tain valuable  series  not  so  well  known, 
and  to  define  sharply  what  were  archives 
proper  as  against  the  private  manuscripts 
which  had  naturally  accumulated  and 
become  intermingled  with  the  records. 
The  material  is  not  all  arranged,  for  this 
is  a slow  and  gradual  process  requiring 
the  boxing  of  much  that  was  loose  in 
drawers,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  be 
completed  within  the  present  year. 

Another  reason  for  the  rearrangement 
was  to  eliminate  the  double  filing  of  two 
series  of  portfolios,  except  for  the  storage 
of  duplicates.  The  rearrangement  devel- 
oped the  need  of  more  space  which  has 
become,  with  recent  accessions,  the  most 
pressing  problem.  This  was  partially 
relieved  by  the  purchase  of  a new  case 
housing  335  manuscript  boxes. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the 
general  classes  which  have  been  arranged 
during  the  past  biennium : 
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Indian  Deeds.  The  Archives  Divi- 
sion has  27  Indian  deeds,  which  were 
grants  to  William  Penn  and  his  succes- 
sors. These  were  arranged  chronologic- 
ally and  placed  in  folders. 

Maps.  The  Archives  has  the  manu- 
script maps  and  some  of  the  most  valu- 
able of  the  early  imprints.  These  were 
classified  and  placed  in  folders. 

Muster  Rolls  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Attention  was  turned  to  the  mus- 
ter rolls  because  of  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness incident  to  requests  for  membership 
in  many  patriotic  societies.  These  rolls 
were  not  arranged,  and,  as  it  was  well 
known  that  errors  had  crept  into  their 
printing  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Series,  of 
the  Archives,  it  was  deemed  unwise  to 
rely  solely  on  the  printed  record  for  the 
issuance  of  certificates.  To  obviate  this 
difficulty,  the  time  of  one  member  of  the 
staff  was  used  for  nearly  the  whole  of 
last  year,  to  identify  and  arrange  them 
in  the  same  order  in  which  they  were 
printed.  The  Continental  Line  is  prac- 
tically completed,  and  within  the  next 
year,  it  is  certain  that  the  militia  will 
be  properly  arranged.  Those  rolls,  which 
have  not  been  printed,  will  be  indexed. 

Ship  Lists,  and  Oaths  of  Alle- 
giance of  German  Immigrants.  These 
lists  were  already  in  fairly  good  arrange- 
ment, which  has  been  perfected  during 
the  past  biennium.  The  photostats  are 
being  made  up  so  that  the  originals  will 
not  have  to  be  handled. 

Account  Books.  Several  hundred  ac- 
count books  and  journals  of  the  Treasury, 
Comptroller  General,  Auditor  General, 
Receiver  General,  and  Adjutant  General 
were  roughly  listed  on  slips,  through  the 
help  of  Federal  workers,  and  a start  has 
been  made  in  their  arrangement. 

Genealogical  Material.  The  atten- 
tion of  a member  of  the  staff  was  given 
to  the  arrangement  and  cataloging  for 
several  months  with  good  results. 


Private  Manuscripts.  Several  col- 
lections were  arranged,  including  the 
Burd-Shippen,  the  Harris-Fishei -Russell 
and  the  Cumberland  County  records  ac- 
cumulated by  J.  R.  Miller. 

Records  relating  to  the  Counties. 

Through  the  help  of  C.W.A.  and  Emer- 
gency Education  workers,  county  tax 
records,  petitions  to  the  legislature,  and 
other  county  papers,  in  all  several  hun- 
dred boxes,  were  arranged  under  the 
supervision  of  a member  of  the  Archives 
Staff.  These  have  since  been  boxed  and 
shelved. 

In  the  future,  the  old  division  of 
County  Papers  will  not  be  maintained, 
as  investigation  has  shown  that  this  is  a 
mixture  of  reports,  memoranda,  returns, 
petitions  and  letters  addressed  to  the  va- 
rious officers  in  Harrisburg,  by  county 
officers.  Of  the  papers  which  are  yet 
unarranged  and  unfiled,  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  determine  their  archival  ori- 
gin,— i.  e.,  whether  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  Auditor  General, 
Treasurer,  Adjutant  General,  etc., — and 
they  will  be  arranged  according  to  these 
offices.  The  internal  arrangement  within 
these  general  offices  will  be  such  that 
people  looking  for  particular  county  or 
genealogical  records  will  be  able  to  use 
them  readily. 

Cataloging  and  Listing 

A general  survey  of  the  existing  cata- 
logs and  lists  was  made  and  it  was  found 
that : 

1.  No  general  catalog  for  the  Division 
had  ever  been  made.  This  catalog  has 
been  started,  by  making  complete  entries, 
including  necessary  analytics,  for  each 
accession,  and  will  be  expanded  by  first 
adding  one  or  more  cards  for  each  gen- 
eral collection,  and  finally  for  important 
documents  and  subjects  within  each 
collection. 

2.  The  main  classes  of  material  had 
been  very  carefully  set  forth  with  their 
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proper  location  as  to  case  and  shelf.  The 
separation  of  archives  and  private  manu- 
scripts mentioned  above  naturally  ren- 
dered this  list  useless  for  the  purpose  of 
provenance.  It  is  very  serviceable,  how- 
ever, as  a basis  for  a broader  shelf-listing, 
which  has  been  determined  upon. 

Three  types  of  card  reference  lists 
were  deemed  necessary:  (1)  an  acces- 
sions list,  (2)  a shelf -list,  and  (3)  a 
general  catalog.  A very  small  accessions 
list  had  been  started  in  the  past  bien- 
nium, and  that  was  used  as  the  basis  for 
an  expansion  with  new  material.  When 
completed,  it  was  found  to  commence  In 
November  1926,  with  few  entries  until 
1929,  from  which  time,  it  grew  in  volume, 
and  for  the  last  biennium,  it  is  probably 
complete. 

A shelf-list  was  started  for  the  listing 
of  Indian  deeds,  maps,  tax  records,  and 
has  been  continued  in  imperfect  form  for 
the  account  books  and  journals,  original 
acts,  muster  rolls  of  the  War  of  1812 
and  the  Mexican  War,  and  some  of  the 
genealogical  material,  such  as  church 
records.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next  bi- 
ennium will  see  this  shelf-list  completed. 
This  record  forms  the  base  for  any 
printed  guide  which  may  be  prepared  in 
the  future. 

Archives  in  other  State  Departments 

It  was  realized  that  a complete  shelf- 
list  was  impossible  without  a knowledge 
of  what  archives  were  still  retained  in 
the  executive  departments.  Through  the 
services  of  Federal  workers,  a general 
list  of  materials  was  compiled  for  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  Auditor  General,  the  Treas- 
ury, the  Department  of  Revenue,  Depart- 
ment of  Military  Affairs,  and  the 
Department  of  Internal  Affairs.  Checking 
indicates  that  these  lists  are  fairly  com- 
plete and  accurate.  One  startling  dis- 
covery is  that  many  volumes  for  the 
Revolutionary  and  Post-Revolutionary 
periods  dovetail  into  the  volumes  which 


have  already  been  transferred.  For  in- 
stance, there  are  many  account  books  of 
the  Revolutionary  and  Post-Revolution- 
ary periods  in  the  offices  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  Auditor  General 
and  Treasury  which  find  their  companion 
volumes  in  the  Archives.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  is  a great  deal  being  stored 
in  the  form  of  warrants,  receipts,  etc., 
which  have  practically  no  value. 

This  general  survey  has  disclosed  the 
need  for  a unified  plan  to  preserve  and 
make  readily  accessible  the  State’s  rec- 
ords. The  logical  plan  is  for  a commit- 
tee of  control,  composed  of  Department 
Heads  or  their  deputies,  and  the  State 
Library,  to  arrange  for  the  systematic 
transfer  of  these  records  to  quarters  in 
the  new  Education  Building. 

New  material  received.  During  the 
past  biennium,  the  following  noteworthy 
accessions  have  been  received : 

1.  Archives 

William  Penn.  Although  really  of  a 
private  nature,  the  place  of  honor  should 
be  accorded  the  very  fine  gift  of  William 
B.  Goodwin  of  Connecticut  to  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  through  ex-Governor 
Pinchot,  of  a deed  from  William  Penn, 
Jr.,  to  William  Penn,  Sr.,  for  the  Manor 
of  Wickham  in  Sussex  County,  England, 
dated  May  3,  1703.

Muster  rolls.  By  donation,  purchase 
and  photostat,  have  been  acquired : 

Muster  rolls  of  a number  of  York 
County  troops  in  the  War  of  the  Amer- 
ican Revolution  were  presented  by  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 
The  copies  of  many  of  these  were  in  the 
Archives,  but  they  were  inaccurately 
translated  from  the  German,  hence  the 
value  of  the  originals. 

Copies  of  Muster  Rolls  and  other  mili- 
tary records  of  the  York  County  troops 
in  the  various  wars  were  received 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  York  His- 
torical Society. 

The  photostat  of  a Lancaster  County 
muster  roll  dated  1776  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Stoner  of  Waynesboro. 

A muster  roll  of  Captain  Peter  Wan- 
ner’s  Company  in  the  First  Battalion  of 
the  Berks  County  Militia,  dated  Novem-

Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  An 

Assistant  Adjutant  General,  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  the  G.A.R.,  has 
deposited  55  volumes  of  descriptive  books 
of  various  disbanded  Pennsylvania  posts 
during  the  past  two  years.  These  are 
usually  accompanied  by  the  surrendered 
charters.  Although  these  are  not  strictly 
archives,  they  are  allied  material. 

2.  Manuscript  Collections 

J.  Simpson  Africa.  A collection  of 
materials  relating  to  Huntingdon  County, 
accumulated  by  J.  Simpson  Africa,  sur- 
veyor, historian,  and  Secretary  of  In- 
ternal Affairs,  1883-1887,  was  acquired 
by  purchase.  The  collection  also  included 
a part  of  Mr.  Africa’s  correspondence 
relating  to  politics,  surveying,  and  his 
later  business  life. 

Reah  Frazer.  Several  boxes  of  cor- 
respondence and  legal  papers  of  this  im- 
portant local  political  figure  and  Lan- 
caster County  lawyer,  dating  from  1800 
to  1830,  were  acquired  by  purchase. 
Some  of  the  best  letters,  however,  had 
been  previously  sold  to  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Adam  Torrance.  Through  the  kind- 
ness of  Dr.  William  Wallace,  typed 
copies  of  the  correspondence  of  his  an- 
cestor, Adam  Torrance,  Chaplain  in  the 
Federal  armies  during  the  Civil  War, 
were  donated  to  the  Division.  These 
letters  are  above  the  average  in  their 
description  of  Civil  War  camp  life  and 
the  social  and  moral  conditions  during 
that  conflict.  There  is  an  interesting 
description  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg, 
an  especially  long  letter  written  by  Mr. 
Torrance  as  an  eye-witness  near  the 
“bloody  angle.” 

James  Buchanan.  Seven  autographed 
letters  of  James  Buchanan  to  his 
friend,  Joel  B.  Danner,  discussing  local 
and  state  politics  in  the  years  1851  to 
1853,  were  purchased. 
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Horace  Andrew  Keefer.  Through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Horace  A.  Keefer 
of  Linglestown,  the  Library  was  given 
(1)  a selection  of  letters  to  him  from 
important  people,  dating  from  1881  to 
1916,  (2)  an  interesting  scrapbook  on 
free  silver  and  economic  and  monetary 
problems  before  and  after  the  election 
of  1896,  and  (3)  a manuscript  volume 
entitled,  Experiences  of  an  Unsuccessful 
Legislator,  being  an  account  of  the 
political  situation  in  Kansas  between 
1896  and  1904.

This  is  a 
large  folio  document,  written  by  Priest- 
ley himself.

Albert  Cook  Myers,  who  was  also  in- 
strumental in  securing  the  photostats 
of  the  Friends’  Minutes  mentioned  above, 
an  autobiographical  narrative  of  Rever- 
end Doctor  Marsden,  a physician,  Epis- 
copalian minister  and  teacher  of  Hunt- 
ingdon Township  near  York  Springs, 
Adams  County,  was  photostated. 

(3)  Two  letters  relating  to  education 
in  the  United  States,  1833  and  1834, 
with  particular  reference  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  latter  written  by  Francis 
Lieber  of  Philadelphia  to  the  philosopher, 
Victor  Cousin  of  France,  were  photo- 
stated from  the  originals  in  one  of  the 
Paris  libraries. 

(4)  Two  letters  of  Abner  Lacock, 
written  in  1830,  discussing  internal  im- 
provements. 

(5)  An  original  copy  of  the  famous 

wallpaper  edition  of  the  “Vicksburg 
Citizen,”  dated  July  2,  1803 ; (G)  a 

photostat  of  the  same  publication  dated 
June  27,  18G3. 

(7)  A photostat  of  the  original  di- 
ploma in  the  Order  of  the  Cincinnati 
issued  to  General  John  Alexander  and 
presented  by  General  Coulter  of  Greens- 
burg. 

Eighth  and  Ninth  Series  of  the  “Penn- 
sylvania Archives ” 

One  of  the  important  duties  of  the 
State  Library  is  the  publication  of  the 
material  under  its  custody.  This  is  in 
continuation  of  the  splendid  collection 
commenced  in  1838  by  Samuel  Hazard 
with  the  printing  of-  “Colonial  Records.” 
Several  years  ago  it  was  decided  to  pro- 
ject two  new  series  of  the  Archives. 

The  Eighth  Series  is  the  reprinting  of 
the  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania,  originally  issued  in  six 
folio  volumes  and  printed  by  Franklin, 
Hall  and  Miller,  1752-1776.  The  Ninth 
Series  of  the  Archives  is  a publication 


for  the  first  time  of  the  Executive 
Minutes  of  the  Governors  of  Pennsyl- 
vania from  1790,  at  which  point  the 
“Colonial  Records”  conclude,  up  to  1838. 
The  Index — an  exhaustive  and  analytical 
volume,  which  will  provide  ready  refer- 
ence to  the  major  legal,  political,  eco- 
nomic and  social  problems  of  the  Quaker 
Assembly — is  now  being  prepared  by  the 
Archives  Division,  the  basis  for  this 
work  having  been  laid  by  Federal  work- 
ers in  1933-34.  To  date  five  volumes 
of  the  Eighth  Series  and  all  ten  volumes 
of  the  Ninth  Series  have  been  completed. 
Although  many  requests  for  distribution 
have  been  received,  no  volumes  will  be 
available  until  the  index  for  both  series 
is  completed  and  printed. 

Repairing  and  Mending. 

The  work  of  repairing  and  mending 
has  gone  somewhat  haltingly  for  two 
reasons:  (1)  It  became  evident  that  an 

unwise  economy  had  gradually  substi- 
tuted cheaper  grades  of  repair  materials, 
and  it  was  necessary,  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  future  of  the  records  and  to 
put  the  work  on  a high  standard,  to  in- 
vestigate the  supplies  used  in  the  Library 
of  Congress  and  other  institutions.  Much 
time  was  consumed  in  getting  the  best 
advice  and  in  ordering  the  proper  grades 
of  materials.  (2)  The  maps  of  the  Li- 
brary were  in  need  of  attention  and 
the  services  of  the  Archives  Repair  Sec- 
tion were  pressed  into  requisition  to  take 
care  of  this  much-needed  work.

Investigations  and  Inquiries 

In  o:der  to  facilitate  the  handling  of 
requests  for  military  service  by  people 
desirous  of  joining  various  patriotic 
organizations,  a form  was  printed  so  that 
the  essential  data,  as  gained  from  the 
printed  and  unpublished  Archives,  could 
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be  set  forth  briefly  and  conveniently. 
Students  from  various  institutions  have 
been  making  use  of  the  Archives,  and 
there  are  registered  investigators  from : 
Universities  of  Pennsylvania,  Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati,  Princeton,  Ohio,  and  Dickin- 
son College. 

It  is  practically  impossible  to  make 
any  quantitative  statement  as  to  the 
number  of  inquiries  handled  by  the  Ar- 
chives Division  because  for  four  months 
during  the  winter  of  1934,  the  large  cor- 
respondence, incident  to  the  conduct  of 
a Survey  of  Historical  Materials  through- 
out the  State,  was  included  in  the  sta- 
tistics of  mail.  These  statistics  for  the

Libraries  and  Federal  Relief 
Projects 

The  State  Library  served  as  a medium 
of  information  between  the  various  Fed- 
eral Works  organizations  and  the  public 
libraiies  of  the  State,  in  order  that  li- 
brarians might  be  informed  concerning 
opportunities  offered  by  the  federal  pro- 
jects. 

Aid  rendered  public  libraries.  A ques- 
tionnaire submitted  by  the  State  Libiary 
brought  the  following  information  con- 
cerning the  accomplishments  under  all 
projects. 

A few  library  buildings  were  erected, 
several  additions  constructed,  existing 
structures  repaired,  interiors  cleaned  or 
repainted,  and  furniture  refinished. 
Books  were  cleaned  by  vacuum,  when 
possible,  dusted,  and  shelves  washed ; 
leather  bindings  were  rubbed  with  oil ; 
books  were  repaired  and  mended,  inven- 
tories taken,  catalogs  revised,  and  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  prepared  for  the 


bindery.  Indexes  of  special  collections, 
such  as  pictures,  postcards,  pamphlets, 
clippings  and  newspapers,  were  made. 
Many  tasks  which  our  public  librarians 
were  compelled  to  postpone  because  of 
cui  tailed  staffs  and  crowded  schedules, 
were  completed  through  additional  help 
made  available  through  federal  funds. 

Reader’s  Advisers  were  added  to  the 
staffs  of  forty-one  libraries,  while  “de- 
pression universities,”  employing  twenty- 
five  teachers,  were  conducted  in  other 
communities,  registering  more  than 
16,00(1  persons  for  the  various  classes. 
Cataloging,  revision  of  catalogs,  and 
bibliographical  work  employed  102 
trained  librarians.  Cleaning,  repairing 
and  moving  books  gave  employment  to 
many,  totaling  more  than  50,000  work- 
hours. 

Projects  directed  by  the  State  Library. 
Six  projects,  immediately  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  State  Libraiy  staff,  em- 
ployed 410  persons  at  a total  cost  of 
$102,091.30: 

Library  projects.  Three  of  these  pro- 
jects were  designed  to  give  employment 
to  technically  trained  librarians.  (1) 
One  was  organized  to  catalog  public 
school  libraries  and  employed  117  trained 
librarians.  The  work  was  outlined, 
supervised,  and  the  supplies  purchased, 
by  the  State  Library,  the  county  super- 
intendents designating  where  the  work 
should  be  done.  This  project  resulted 
in  the  reoiganization  and  cataloging  of 
200  public  school  libraries  in  fifty  of  the 
sixty-seven  counties.  (2)  Under  the 
second  project,  libraries  in  ten  State  in- 
stitutions were  cataloged.  (3)  The 
third  project  was  work  in  the  State 
Library,  making  check-lists  for  docu- 
ments, repairing  and  cataloging  maps, 
and  accessioning  and  collating  news- 
papers. About  twenty  persons  have  been 
employed  on  this  project  almost  continu- 
ously during  the  past  two  years. 

Historical  projects.  The  other  three 
projects  were  in  the  nature  of  an  histor- 
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ical  survey.  (1)  The  survey  of  the  non- 
current  records  in  the  departments  of 
the  Commonwealth  was  completed.  (2) 
The  survey  of  county  archives  completed 
an  inventory  of  the  main  classes  of  rec- 
ords in  every  county  courthouse,  with 
the  following  exceptions  : Berks  County, 

in  the  offices  of  the  Comptroller,  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  Prothonotary ; Craw- 
ford County,  in  the  offices  of  the  Clerk 
of  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  County 
Commissioners ; and  about  half  of  the 
work  on  Clearfield  County.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  State  Library  will  be  able  to 
publish  the  record  of  this  survey  some- 
time in  the  future.  (3)  The  historical 
survey,  which  included  manuscripts, 
newspaper  holdings  and  maps,  in  socie- 
ties, libraries  and  similar  institutions, 
has  been  completed,  with  the  exception 
of  Philadelphia  County. 

All  of  the  material  included  in  the 
historical  suivey  is  being  edited  and  in- 
dexed by  the  Local  Works  Division  staff 
under  the  direction  of  the  Archives  Divi- 
sion, and  even  in  its  unfinished  state, 
is  proving  useful  in  answering  inquiries 


concerning  the  location  of  subject  ma- 
terial. 

Summary 

The  period  ending  May  31,  1935  has 
been  two  years  of  intensive  work — 
brought  about  by  many  new  activities, 
by  an  expansion  of  the  organization 
which  was  made  possible  by  new  quart- 
ers, and  by  the  extension  of  the  activi- 
ties occasioned  by  the  unusual  requests 
of  public  librarians  who  were  harassed 
by  budget  stringency — and  yet,  it  has 
been  two  years  of  most  satisfying  en- 
deavor. 

The  manner  in  which  the  State  Li- 
brary was  able  to  meet  the  increased 
volume  of  woik — due  to  requests  from 
unemployed  citizens  and  from  those  de- 
siring to  adjust  themselves  to  new  oc- 
cupations and  conditions,  as  well  as  to 
requests  from  the  Federal  Government 
for  service  for  the  Citizens’  Conserva- 
tion Corps  Camps,  Transient  Camps, 
and  the  “out-of  school  youth” — was  only 
possible  through  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  the  staff  members.  The  Director  wel- 
comes this  opportunity  to  bear  testimony 
to  their  loyal  and  efficient  service. 


DR.  LESTER  K.  ADE  BECOMES  STATE  SCHOOL  HEAD 


A few  hours  following  unanimous  con- 
firmation by  the  State  Senate  of  his 
appointment  by  Governor  George  H. 
Earle  as  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Dr.  Lester  Kelly  Ade,  native  of 
Lycoming  County  and  for  the  past  seven 
years  president  of  the  State  Normal 
School  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  on 
Wednesday,  May  29,  had  met  and  chat- 
ted informally  with  every  member  of 
the  Department  staff  and  was  launched 
upon  his  new  duties  as  head  of  the  Com- 
monwealth’s public  school  system. 

Appointment  of  the  successor  of  Dr. 
James  N.  Rule  was  made  late  in  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday,  May  28,  the  day 


of  expiration  of  the  constitutional  term 
of  four  years,  and  publicly  announced 
that  evening.  Senate  confirmation  of 
Governor  Earle’s  final  cabinet  nomina- 
tion was  announced  Wednesday  morning. 
Before  noon  Dr.  Ade  was  sworn  in  by 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  David 
L.  Lawrence,  and  his  commission  was 
signed  immediately  by  the  Governor, 
dated  May  29. 

His  outstanding  professional  record — 
including  twelve  years  as  teacher  and 
principal  in  Pennsylvania  elementary 
and  secondary  schools,  five  years  as  su- 
perintendent at  Muncy,  and  one  year  as 
dean  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at

West  Chester — won  widespread  approval 
for  the  Governor’s  appointee  to  the 
State  Superintendency.  His  administra- 
tive ability  and  demonstrated  success  as 
a public  school  executive  drew  much 
favorable  comment  from  the  press... 

Born  in  Trout  Run,  Pennsylvania, 
July  27,  1890,  Dr.  Ade  received  his  early 
school  preparation  in  a rural  school  in 
Lycoming  County.  Later  he  was  gradu- 
ated from  Muncy  Normal  School,  a 
branch  of  Mansfield  Normal  School,  and 
upon  completion  of  his  studies  at  Muncy 
he  enrolled  in  Commerical  College,  Wil- 
liamsport, graduating  in  1910. 

Dr.  Ade  received  his  B.A.  degree  from 
Bueknell  University  in  1921  and  M.A. 
in  1924 ; the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  from  New 
Tork  University  in  1931;  M.A.  degree 
from  Yale  University  in  1932. 

From  1910  to  1922  Dr.  Ade  served  as 
a teacher  and  principal  in  the  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools  of  Lycom- 
ing and  Clinton  Counties.  He  became 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Muncy 
in  1922,  and  served  in  that  capacity  for 
five  years. 

In  1927  Dr.  Ade  became  Dean  of  the 
State  Teachers  College  at  West  Chester 
and  remained  there  one  year,  leaving  in 
1928  to  become  president  of  the  Con- 
necticut State  Normal  School  at  New 
Haven. 

During  the  World  War,  Dr.  Ade 


served  two  years  in  the  Federal  service, 
one  year  in  the  8th  United  States  In- 
fantry at  Camp  Lewis,  Washington,  and 
Camp  Fiemont,  California.  The  second 
year  he  served  overseas  with  General 
Graves  in  the  American  Expeditionary 
Foices  in  Siberia... 

Dr.  Ade  is  a Past  President  of  the 
New  England  Teacher-Preparation  As- 
sociation ; secretary,  Eastern  States  As- 
sociation of  Professional  Schools  for 
Teachers ; member  of  the  Progressive 
Education  Association ; the  New  Educa- 
tion Fellowship ; and  National  Society 
for  the  Study  of  Education.  He  holds 
life  memberships  in  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Education  Association  and  the 
National  Education  Association. 

He  is  the  author  of  (1)  A Compara- 
tive Study  of  Policies  and  Progiess  of 
Municipal  Teacher-Preparation  Institu- 
tions in  the  United  States;  (2)  An 
educational  survey  of  Lycoming  County ; 
(3)  Marking  Systems  in  use  in  the  Arts 
Colleges  of  Pennsylvania;  (4)  Provisions 
in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Penn- 
sylvania for  Laboratory-School  Experi- 
ence in  Teaching;  (5)  The  Teachers  Col- 
lege Movement  in  the  United  States  and 
(6)  Elementary  Teacher-Preparation

To  amend  section  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  ten  of  the  act,  approved  the 
eighteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eleven  (Pamphlet 
Laws,  three  hundred  nine),  entitled 
“An  act  to  establish  a public  school 
system  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, together  with  the  provisions 
by  which  it  shall  be  administered,  and 


prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof ; providing  revenue  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  the  same,  and  the 
method  of  collecting  such  revenue ; 
and  repealing  all  laws,  general,  special 
or  local,  or  any  parts  thereof,  that  are 
or  may  be  inconsistent  therewith,”  au- 
thorizing the  officers  of  school  districts 
to  join  with  or  aid  any  individual  or 
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association  in  the  maintenance,  or  the 
establishment  and  maintenance,  of  a 
public  library,  although  a school  li- 
brary already  exists. 

Section  2510,  act  of  May  18,  1911 
(P.  JL.  309),  amended. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That 
section  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ten  of  the  act,  approved  the  eighteenth 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eleven  (Pamphlet  Laws,  three  hun- 
dred nine),  entitled  “An  act  to  estab- 
lish a public  school  system  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  together 
with  the  provisions  by  which  it  shall 
be  administered,  and  prescribing  penal- 
ties for  the  violation  thereof ; providing 
revenue  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
same,  and  the  method  of  collecting  such 
revenue ; and  repealing  all  laws,  general, 
special  or  local,  or  any  parts  thereof, 
that  aie  or  may  be  incohsistent  there- 
with,” is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Free,  public  non-sectarian  library. 

Section  2510.  [Instead  of  establish- 
ing or  maintaining  a separate  public 


school  library  any]  Any  board  of  school 
directors  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  join 
with  or  aid  any  individual  or  associa- 
tion in  the  maintenance,  or  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance,  of  a free, 
public  non-sectarian  library,  under  such 
wricten  agreement  as  it  may  determine, 
whether  or  not  a seperate  public  school 
library  is  already  maintained  in  the  dis- 
trict. [which]  &uch  agreement  shall 
be  entered  in  full  in  its  minutes,  and 
[Such  agreement]  shall  specify  the 
manner,  terms,  and  conditions  agreed 
upon,  for  the  aiding,  establishment,  main- 
tenance, or  management  of  such  joiut 
library.

PENNSYLVANIA  STATE  LIBRARY  ARRANGEMENT  SCHEME  FOR 
PENNSYLVANIA  STATE  DOCUMENTS 


The  arrangement  of  Pennsylvania 
documents  in  the  State  Library  follows 
closely  that  used  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents  for  United  States  docu- 
ments. Since  the  publications  of  all 
states  are  arranged  according  to  this 
scheme,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 


use  a Cutter  number  to  differentiate  each 
state.  The  Cutter  number  is  followed 
by  a decimal  point  which  in  turn  is  fol- 
lowed by  a number  signifying  the  de- 
partment of  the  state  government  issu- 
ing the  document.  As  a preliminary 
step  in  this  classification,  the  state  ma- 
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terial  was  arranged  alphabetically  by  de- 
partment, with  General  Assembly,  Gov- 
ernor, Constitution,  etc.,  being  considered 
as  departments.  Thus,  the  publications 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  agri- 
culture would  be  represented  by  P38.1. 
In  order  to  avoid  having  too  long  a 
number  it  was  necessary  to  divide  the 
number  into  two  lines,  the  first  number 
of  the  second  line  showing  whether  the 
document  was  issued  by  the  department 
of  by  one  of  its  bureaus : i.e.,

Monica  Shannon  was  declared  the 
fourteenth  winner  of  the  John  Newbery 
medal  for  “the  most  distinguished  juve- 
nile book  written  by  a citizen  or  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  and  published 
during  the  preceding  year.” 

The  award  was  made  by  Elizabeth 
D.  Briggs,  of  the  Cleveland  (Ohio)  Pub- 
lic Library,  chairman  of  the  section  for 
library  work  with  child!  en  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association,  at  a session 
of  the  association’s  fifty-seventh  annual 
conference,  June  20,  Denver,  Colorado. 

Dobry  is  the  title  of  the  winning  book, 
a story  of  the  Bulgarian  peasantry  and 
of  a peasant  boy  who  has  the  cravings 
of  an  artist  and  an  overwhelming  de- 
sire to  draw  and  paint  and  carve  things, 
much  to  the  distress  of  his  practical- 
minded  mother. 

Monica  Shannon  has  lived  in;  Cali- 
fornia all  of  her  life.  Her  childhood  was 
spent  on  a twenty-two  thousand  acre 
ranch  in  the  Bitter  Root  mountains, 
where  she  and  her  brothers  and  sisters 
would  break  trail  on  their  horses  “eight- 
een miles  up  and  home  again  before 
dark”  and  think  nothing  of  it.

The  award 
is  named  for  a bookseller  and  publisher 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  who  is  re- 
puted to  be  the  first  bookman  to  ap- 
preciate the  reading  interests  of  children 
as  worthy  of  special  attention. 

Following  the  award,  the  children’s 
librarians  attended  a dinner  to  celebrate 
the  founding  one  hundred  years  ago  of 
the  first  children’s  free  library  in  Amer- 
ica at  West  Cambridge  (now  Arlington),
